C. H. Cunningham, a business man 


and practical chemist of Lovelock Ne- 
vada, in a visit to Covina this week 
has brought with him a knowledge of 
the peculiar formation of the Nevada 
mountain ranges, which is food for re- 
flection concerning the "days that used 
to be." 


Thousands of feet above the sea- 


level, in -the peaks about Lovelock 
are the age-old signs of the erosion of 
the sea. Shells from varieties of shell 
fish that are not known in the Pacific 
seas are found imbedded on the high- 
est peaks, and the soil is shot through 
with salt deposits, and in some places 
mines of it, and the many by-products. 


What is more significant is the fact 


that there are great nitre beds found 
m the mountains. These beds have 
been opened, and large quantities tak- 
en to the valley, where the deposit has 
been applied to farming lands with as- 
tonishing 
results. 
Mr. Cunningham 


says that where these deposits are 
sprfead' on the soil, the earth has been 
quickened to a growth of plant life 
that is really marvelous. 
The vege- 


table growth has been all out of pro- 
portion to anything that had been 
hitherto seen. Besides the nitre de- 
posits, the soil contains natural fertili- 
zer, like that of sulphate of lime and 
nitrates in soluble form. 


Mr. Cunningham, together with a 


few others in Lovelock, are the own- 
ers of 160 acres of these beds, and he 
has been introducing samples in Co- 
vina, showing the advantage that can 
be gained by the use of it as a fer- 
tilizer. The product has not been put 
on the market commercially as yet. 
It is being used experimentally in Cal- 
ifornia, on a number of large ranches, 
and is said to already show remark- 
able results.

The ordinance was introduced on 


i Tuesday evening at the meeting of the 
j hoard of trustees, ordering the work 


j of asphalting and macadamizing Ba- 
|diJlo avenue, within the city limits. 
'This is the third important step taken 
by the present city board, in the gen- 
eral and all-embracing plan of laying 
down the entire city in the best kind 
of road material. Center street has 
been finished in macadam, and Citrus 
avenue is now being laid in asphalt 
and macadam. 


Badlllo avenue, where the Pacific 


Pjlectric cars now operate, is the third 
unit in the plan. Word has been re- 
ceived by the city trustees, from the 
head office of the Pacific Electric Com- 
pany, which states that the company 
'will be ready to conduct the work of 
asphalting the portkm embraced by 
the tracks, and that this work will con- 
form in every way to the specifica- 
tions as laid down by the city. Whe- 
ther the work will be done by the same 
contractor as the one employed by the 
city, is something which has not been 
determined, but the electric company 
has promised to have the work done 
at the same time that the city is en- 
gaged in the work. 


The work will take in that part of 


Badillo avenue lying between the west 
boundary of Fourtli street and the east 
boundary of the city limits at Barran- 
ca street, all to be laid in asphalt, and 
the remainder of the city street, from 
Fourth street to the city limits on the 
west at Hollenbeck street, will be laid 
in macadam, similar to the method 
employed on Center street. 
Twenty 


feet on the north side of the track on 
Badillo avenue west of Fourth street 
will be macadamized, and the entire 
street on the south side of the electric 
track. 


The next two units to be considered 


in the street work will be those of 
College street, east, and west, and Or- 
ange street. These two streets are in 
the Center of the city, and petitions 
are being circulated at the present 
time in the interests of Orange street. 
The property holders all show a de- 
sire to take up with this opportunity, 
as the work is steadily enhancing the 
value of city property. Before another 
year has passed, the city trustees hope 
to be able to have finished, or in pro- 
cess of construction, every street with- 
in the city limits. 


A plan has been broached in regard 


to the intersections with Citrus ave- 
nue and College street, which is meet- 
ing with favor, inasmuch as it will 
make it possible to wash the street 
where 
horses 
are 
tied on College 


street, and will also be much stronger 
to resist the heavy usage to which this 
corner will be subjected. 


The work on Citrus avenue-has pro- 


gressed to the point where the asphalt 
is being laid, and over one block is al- 
ready finished.

Scientific Measuring Proves Unequal 


To Task—Prof. Woodworth Gives 


Interesting Talk. 


I'umigators engaged in the practical 


work of eradicating black and other 
kinds of scale in the San Gabriel val- 
ley, are agreed at this time that the 
Woglum system of scheduling orchards 
for fumigation has been at least, a 
failure for the last year. The Pomona 
valley has tried out this system of 
measuring the content in trees. The 
outfits were provided with the finest 
experts that could be obtained, and 
the orchardists, who had the work 
done under a cooperative system, were 
expecting that the work would be per- 
fect, but it is now found, after a suffi- 
cient time has elapsed, that, for some 
reason, not yet determined ,the plan 
was not nearly as effective as the old 
method of scheduling the trees by 
practical 
experience. 
In 
fact, 
the 


summer scale is very heavy in many 
parts of the Pomona valley, accord- 
ing to reports that come accurately, 
and it is laid to the new system, which 
was all right in theory, but did not 
seem to do the work as the practical 
fumigator does it. 


In the estimation of S. A. Stowell. 


a Covina fumigator, the reason for 
this lies iu the fact that no set and 
hard-fast rule can apply to this work. 
The investigations carried on by the 
department were valuable in many 
ways, but the mistake was made in at- 
tempting to apply these rules rigidly, 
and without taking into consideration | 
the many little things which go to | 
make up the intelligent work of fumi- i 
gating an orange tree. A correct mea- I 
sureruent of an orange tree, showing i 
its cubic feet of content, is not all j 
that is necessary to determine its pro- | 
per dosage, in the estimation of Co- ! 
vina fumigators. While the fumigators ' 
feel that the investigations of the de- , 
partment are important, the practical 
men, 
who have obtained the best re- 


sults, are sure that the fumigator must 
constantly exercise his own judgment, 
or the job will fall. The fumigating 
in the Covina valley has been very 
successful this year, and this is due 
largely to the years of experience and 
application that has been put on this 
industry by local men. 


At the meeting of the Covina Valley 


Farmers' 
Club 
Saturday 
afternoon. 


Prof. C. W. Woodworth, in charge of 
the department of agriculture and en- 
tomology at the University of Califor- 
nia, 
gave an interesting talk on fumi- 


gation, dwelling principally on 
the 


leakage from the average tent during 
fumigation. 
He made the statement 


that the average tent leaked fumes of 
cyanide in amazing quantities, through 
the tissue of the cloth, and that when 
this leakage was computed, it some- 
times reached a figure that could be 
imagined if there were a hole large 
enough to step through into the tent. 
The new tents that are being put out 
by the department are of a special 
weave, and much tight,:-!'. Thesi- are 
in u^e in the Covina viUN-y. and are 
Diving tiood success. 


Prof. \Vuodworth exhibiu-d an in- 


rftrumfiit, which he said would jici-ur- 
au'ly determine the leakage from ea-h 
tent, and if applied just before fumi- 
gation in the evening, would make it 
possible to know how much cyanide 
must he used in order to offset the 
leakage. It would be necessary to ap- 
ply this instrument test several times 
during the night, he said, as the at- 


mosphere 
changed, 
and 
with 
the 


change 
of ' the 
atmosphere, 
there 


would be a corresponding tightening 
or loosening of the meshes of the tent- 
fabric. 


All the practical fumigators of the 


valley were present and heard the ad- 
dress. It was said afterward, however, 
that 
Prof. 
Woodworth's 
instrument 


would be a practical impossibility in 
the regular course of performing the 
work, as it would increase the labor 
and expenditure of time greatly. It 
was the opinion of fumigators that 
this instrument could be better sup- 
planted by a good practical knowledge 
of weather conditions and fumigating 
in general, as the practical generator 
already takes into consideration the 
changes in his tents, and has learned 
to gauge with shrewdness. Prof. Wood- 
worth made the trip to Covina es- 
pecially for the purpose of delivering 
the lecture. The Farmers' Club voted 
him a very cordial thanks, and it is 
hoped to have him speak here again 
in the fall.

among them. Covinn. have created safe and sane ordinances. It must j'-wners. that the water company, run on a basis of cooperative shares

as occasional play-grounds, thereby giving the industry a shove 
toward innocuous desuetude.

The Professor and the Rancher. 


Here, in Covina, we are all endeavoring to remain humble. 
But 


•we are engaged in an industry that calls for a goodly portion of in- 
telligence, intelligent guidance, and the expenditure of money. 
It is 


irritating to ask for bread and receive a stone. 
The citrus business, 


like all reasonably 
profitable and competitive businesses, is only 


maintained at a profit through eternal vigilance, and this vigilance 
must largely be directed toward cultural things. 
Laboratory professors arc not studying the orange growers as much 


as they are studying citrus culture, which is one way of saying that 
much of their investigation is vitiated when application is attempted, 
for the scientific man does not seem to be in any sense a student of 
human nature, and his own brain is so charged with the years of 
minute research, that his points are often entirely lost through am- 
biguity, through an i n a b i l i t y to explain tersely, and through the 
medium of the language commonly spoken in the I'nited States. 
He 


is not in touch with the citrus rancher. There is a wide gap between 
the university professor and the citrus rancher: not a gap caused by 
the difference in intellectual standing, but a gap created unconscious- 
ly, perhaps, by the professor himself, who has got himself into a maze. 
with only a general idea as to how he arrived there.

fails to point the paths; he has left a few blazed trails that are read- 
able to the rancher, and himself, is now puzzled as to just what 
method must be pursued to make his knowledge understandable and 
practical.

SNOWDEN ON RATIOS. 
SCRAP FOR PENNANT. 


Controversy Still Going On in Scien- 


tific Circles, Interesting to Cit- 


rus Rancher. 


The magnesia-lime ratio is reaching 


a point in discussion where it is im- 
portant that every rancher follow it. 
There are some humorous phases of 
it, among them being the fact that the 
university professors are training all 
their batteries on the work of investi- 
gation being carried on outside of 
university 
jurisdiction. 
When 
it 


comes to unity on a subject, the uni- 
versity professors are as one man in 
their array of forces against outside 
investigation. 
The "availability" of 


lime in the soil, a subject that has 
been discussed very thoroughly in the 
last six months, is a rock upon which 
the good ship of agreement repeated- 
ly breaks. It will be remembered that 
the discussion of whether a weak sol- 
ution or a strong one in acid, should 
be used for determining a soil analy- 
sis, first came to a decisive head in 
Covina, when Dr. Snowden's weak 
solution methods were attacked by the 
iiniversity professors. 
Dr. Snowden 


has since proved, although six months 
has scarcely passed, that his weak 
solution method is practically the only 
truthful way of getting at the real 
amount of available plant food, in- 
cidentally lime in the soil. A friend- 
ly symposium has been going on in 
the agricultural papers, in which Dr. 
Snowden has been defending his posi- 
tion in his gentle way, against all 
comers. 
In a communication to the 


Argus, in which the doctor says that 
he does not intend to carry the dis- 
cussion 
further through the news- 


papers, the soil chemist makes some 
good points, which the editor deems 
worthy of being printed. He says: 


No doubt you have read the dis- 


cussion of the magnesia-lime ratio by 
Prof. Lipman and myself in the "Paci- 
fic Rural Press" of May 27 and June 
17. 


I am writing to you personally of 


this because I am anxious to have you 
see the matter in its true light, and 
yet do not wish to pursue it further 
in the public press. 


Dr. Wickson is not to be blamed for 


shutting off further discussion, as it 
is just what he ought to do under the 
circumstances. 


Dr. Lipman has dismissed the mat- 


ter finally, but it is somtehing that will 
not down; and it is best for the or- 
ange 
growers 
that 
it 
should not 


"down" until they themselves settle 
it one way or the other. 


The doctor says that I seem to have 


fixed the optimum ratio for the or- 
ange, notwithstanding I stated posi- 
tively I never have tried to fix this ra- 
tio. He is fighting the optimum ratio 
all the while, although I have never 
claimed to know anything about it or 
made any statements relating to it. He 
is attacking one thing and I advocat- 
ing 
another—the 
minimum 
ratio, 


which is quite a different thing. 


And then the doctor persists in us- 


ing a set of data based on an entirely 
different method, whose results are 
not at all comparable with the other, 
a.nd do not admit of the same inter- 
pretation. 


Note that I compared the condition 


of the trees with the ratios found, but 
replying, he compares one ratio with 
another.

lime ration, are favorable. No chain 
is stronger than its weakest link. The 
thrift could not be attributed to any 
one, or several of these, less than all. 
Therefore if the tree is thrifty the 
magnesia-lime ratio must be favor- 
able. 


When an "available" soil constitu- 


ent is mentioned every agriculturist 
knows what is meant. The term, al- 
though not admitting of exact limita- 
tions, is well- understood. 


The silicates of magnesia and limo 


are changed to the carbonates ex- 
tremely slowly, and the rate under or- 
dinary soil conditions is not compara- 
ble with that at which the lime is re- 
moved from the soil. 
' 


"Loew's ratio" referred to by Dr. 


Hopkins was the optimum ratio, for 
plants in general, 1 to 1.75. I have al- 
ways claimed that this ratio "finds lit- 
tle support" from my own data for 
the orange, for instead of being opti- 
mum, 
the orange suffers in it. 


No one can deny that magnesia is 


beneficial where it is deficient. In fact, 
no plant is known that can develop 
without it, while some of the lowest 
orders can do so without lime. I have 
had soil samples from I-Jemet sonle 
time since which would be benefitted 
by applications of magnesian lime- 
stone, and have one now in the labor- 
atory with the same indications; and 
this is the only locality I have ever 
seen in Southern California that is de- 
ficient in magnesia. 


Now, 
regarding the action of gyp- 


sum on the soil potash, no one denies 
that potash is made available by the 
use of gypsum. My technical reasons 
for believing that 50 tons of gypsum 
per acre will not make "the reserve 
potash supply in the soil available all 
at once" is that we all know that ap- 
plications of potash sulphate to the 
soil result in the fixing.of the potash 
as silicate, and that this process may 
go on at the same time with the other. 
Dr. Hopkins says, "with large supplies 
of 
potash 
present 
in polysilicates, 


heavy applications of calcium sulphate 
would doubtless liberate some potash 
sulphate, although unijer opposite con- 
ditions mass action would force the op- 
posite reaction." 
("Soil Fertility and 


Permanent Agriculture," page 534.) 


I have made a few quantitive calcu- 


lations as follows: 


The Covina orchards, I am told, re- 


ceive an average of 2.5 inches of wa- 
ter per acre for lour days at each irri- 
gation—130,000 gallons. If every drop 
of this water goes into t'.e soil (which 
it does not) and if all of this water 
should 
be 
saturated 
with gypsum 


(which it is not), and if every parti- 
cle of the gypsum dissolved should 
liberate its equivalent of potash, there 
would be 15H5 pounds of potash liber- 
ated at one irrigation. 


.Vow Dr. Hilgard found as an aver- 


age of ;>62 soil samples that the con- 
tent of the surface. 2,000,000 pounds of 
soil in California is potash; 
12,lt>U in 


the average loam soil in about four- 
sevenths of a foot depth. At this rate 
there would be in three feet depth, 
which would contain most of the feed-

request in the Argus for reports of all 
apparent results from the use of lime 
on orange orchards? Mr. A. C. Mc- 
Cann has informed me that there is 
an orchard near Pedley (he could not 
think of the name of its owner) that 
was quite yellow, to which 800 pounds 
of lime to the acre was applied, and 
now it is a good green color. 1 think 
as time goes on these reports will 
come in in increasing numbers. 


I will appreciate your efforts along 


this line, and surely the orange grow- 
ers will be greatly benefited by learn- 
ing of these practical results, without 
depending on anybody's opinions sim- 
ply. 


Trusting we may be able to aid the 


ranchers, and through them the citrus 
fruit industry in general, I am
